The subject matter of claim 1-5 does not meet the requirement of novelty. D1 , D2 
discloses a product consisting of AL-SI-ZN-CU aluminum solder mateiral which is 
regarded to fall within the definition aluminum solder mateiral in the present Claim 1-5. 

The subject matter of claim 1-5 does not involve an inventive step over D3.D3 discloses 
a product consisting of AL-SI-ZN-CU-FE aluminum solder mateiral.Although D3 does 
not disclose the technical feature to decrease FE,but FE is considered inpurity which 
should decrease it. 

Therefore the person skilled in the art would easily conceive the idea of employing the 
feature decreased FE. 

The subject matter of Claims 6-25 are usual solder material manufacturing method or 
usual brazing sheet,or usual heat exchanger or their manufacturing method without 
using solder material are dependent on claim 1-5.So claim 6-25 are as such also do not 
meet the requirements with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
